Boston, May 5.—LDispatches from 
various parts of Massachusetts and 
Connecticut state that ice formed in 
many places last night. Cherries 
and plumbs suffered, but other fruits 
are not far enough advanced to be in- 
jured. Snow fell in Vermont. 

Wasuineton, May 5.—Unusually 
cold weather prevailed this morning 
throughout the entire northern por- 
tion of the country east of the Miss- 
ouri and Mississippi rivers, the line of 
freezing temperature extending from 
Southern Main through Western New 
York and Northern Ohio and includ- 
ing Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and North Dakota. In Southeastern 
Michigan the temperature was the 
lowest on record for this season of the 
year, the minimum there being one 
degree lower than previously observed 
during the first part of May. Severe 
frosts orcurred throughout these re- 
gions, probably causing considerable 
injury to fruit and early vegetubles.

PortLanp, May 5.—The early part 
of the journey of the President and 
party into Oregon to-day was made in 
a steady fall of rain, varying from a 
drizzle to a light storm. This did not, 
however, seem to dampen the en- 
thusiasm of the inhabitants, and they 
paid the Chief Magistrate every. pos- 
sible honor at each place visited. A 
large crowd, including the Grand 
Army men and militia, were assem- 
bled at Eugene to greet the President, 
but their preparations went for naught, 
as he was fast asleep in bis car. 

When the train arrived at Albany, 
which was reached at 8 o’clock, the 
President and all the members of his 


| party were on the rear platform of the 


observation car, and gave a hearty 
response to the enthusiastic greeting 
oi the people. The cadets of the 
Corvallis Agricultural College were 
drawn up in line at the station and 
formed a part of the reception com- 
mittee. The-Mayor of the city intro- 
duced the President, who made a short 
address, in which he said: 

‘My fellow-citizens, it gives me 
great pleasure to see you and have 
testimony by your presence here this 
wet morning of the interest you take 
in this little party of strangers that 
are pausing only for a moment in 
your midst. While I regret the in- 
clemency of the morning, I have been 
thinking that after all there was a 
sort of instructive moral force. in the 
uncertainty of the weather which our 
friends in Southern California do not 
enjoy. How can a.boy or young 
woman be well trained in self-denial 
and resignation who does not know 
what it is to have a picnic or a picnic- 
dress spoiled. by a. shower, or some 
fishing excursion by a storm,”’’ 

The President then introduced Post- 


-master-General Wanamaker and Sec- 


retary Rusk, @ach of whom made | 
short speeches, the latter addressing 
himself particularly -to the agricul- 
tural cadets. 

The visit to Salem was the princi- 
pal event of the forenoon. The Pres- 
ident and party arrived at 9 o’clock 
and remained a little over an hour; 
it rained nearly ail the time and in- 
terfered somewhat with the program. 
The local militia, G. A. R. Post and 
people generally were out in force and 
gave the distinguished visitors a royal 
reception with booming cannon and 
martial music.

The Mayor 
procured a carriage, and after a short 
absence, returned with the Governor, 
and these two gentlemen were the 
first persons to board the Presidential 
train. They were received by Mar- 
shal Ramedell and presented to the 
President and other members of the 
party. 

On being introduced to the Presi- 
dent, Governor Pennoyer said: ‘‘I 
am glad to see you, Mr. President, 
and welcome you to Oregon.’”? The 
President thanked him and said he 
was pleased to make his acquaintance.

Honse was elaborately deco- 
rated for the occasion. Mayor Darcey 
delivered an address of welcome on 
behalf of the city and Governor Pen- 
noyer on behalf of the State, to which 
the President responded, saying:

We 
do not think either the board 
is hardly careful enough in scrut- 
inizing the bills allowed. The bills 
are all brouzht in and piled up 
promisciously on the table, and 
passed upon as they come, when 
if they were segregated and the 
bills for roadwork taken up separ- 
ately and acted upon they would 
be less liable to commit error. 
We are thoroughly convinced that 
a better system of procedure could

It is bardly 
enough for a complete record of 
county affairs for oue Commission- 
er i.o know at the time of allow- 
ance that a bill is allright. The 
bill should show what the charac- 
ter of the services rendered has 
been. A bill, for instance, that 
reads “To work done on two 
streets” is nol explicit enough to 
show the character of the services 
rendered, and no prudent business 
man-would think of paying such 
a bill The Commissioners bave 
repeatedly asked tax-payers to 
make any suggestions that would 
help them out in the faithful dis- 
charge of their duties, and the Ga-

friendship. under the same flag 
Arrogaiuce on one side, hypocrisy 
on the other. Right apologized 
to.Wrong for the sake of the Un- 
ion. The sources of justice were 
poisoned and patriotism became 
the defender of piracy. In the 
name of humanity mothers were 
robbed of their babes. Thirty 
years ago asbot was fired, and in 
a moment all the promises, all the 
lawa, all the constitutional amend- 
ments and‘all the idiotic and heart- 
less decisions of courts, and all the 
speeches of orators inspired by tle 
hope of place and power, were 
blown into rags and ravellings, 
pieces and patches. The North 
and South hed been masquerading 
as friends, and in a moment, while 
the sound of the shot was ringing 
in their ears, they faced each other 
as enemies. The roar of that can- 
non announced the birth of a new 
epoch. The echoes of that shot 
went out not only over the bay of 
Charleston, but over the hills, the 
prairies and forests of the conti- 
nent.

“Bat, above all, the echoes were 
heard by millions of men and wo- 
men in the fields of unpaid toil, 
and they know not the meaning, 
but felt that they had heard a 
prophecy of freedom. And the 
echoes told of death and glory for 
many thousands—of the agonies of 
women—the sobs of orphans— 
the sighs of the imprisoned and 
the glad shouts of the delivered, 
the enfranchised, the redeemed. 
They who fired that gun did not 
dream that they were giving free- 
dom to millions of people, i clad- 
ing themselves; white as well as 
black, North as well as South, aud 
that before the echoes should die 
away all the shackles would be 
broken, all the constitutions and 
staiutes of slavery repealed, and 
all the compromises merged and 


lost ina great cOMpact made to 
preserve the liberties of al).

AN INSOLVENT NATION. 


The Bankrupt Condition of the Once Pros- 
perous Portugal. 

Portugal will ere long, unless present 
indications are at fault, give another of 
the illustrations so frequent in her re- 
cent history of the rapidity with which 
a nation once on the ‘downward grade 
gains momentum. Time was, says the 
Boston Transcript, when if Portugal 
did not “hold the golden Hast in fee” 
she at least divided possession of it with 
Venice. In those days when she was a 
great power on sea and land, with great 
fleets and armies at her command, she 
could have bought a large: part of Eu- 
rope, and then have had some money to 
put by forarainy day. Now the rainy 


day has come and finds her with no | 


money put by. Inthis emergency she 
has gone begging of the bankers, and 
it is understood has secured a loan of 
about thirty-two million dollars from a 
syndicate of capitalists to tide over her 
present needs. Whether this sum will 
be sufficient is seriously doubted in Lon- 


don, where the Portuguese financial . 


situation is pretty well understood. The 
de’.t of Portugal is about one hundred 
.ud forty dollars per capita of her pop- 
ulation of five million, or in all some- 
where in the neighborhood of seven 
hundred million dollars. The interest 
charge is about twenty-five million dol- 
lars, or considerably more than half the 
revenue; the deficit within two years 
has been as high as fourteen million 
dollars. These figures made London 
financiers indisposed to come to the as- 
sistance of Portugal, more especially as 
some of their number were already 
creditors of the Portuguese Govern- 
ment. One of the first purposes to 
which four million dollars of the re- 
cently borrowed money will be put will 
be to pay Baring Brothers their due. 
The immediate interest demands will 
take up ten million or twelve million 
dollars more in January, and the ques- 
tion is, when will Portugal want to bor- 
row again, since the entire amount of 
the loan is only sufficient for little more 
than a year’sinterest. Portugal might 
do well to realize on her African posses- 
sions now. They would net her a good 
sum, and a nation that has neither gold 
nor steel can not hope to hang on to her 
colonies long when such powers as Ger- 
many and England long for them.

How Owen and Jason Brown Disposed of 
Their Little Fortune. 

John Brown, of Harper’s ferry, whose

When these two brothers 
heard of it, forgetting that South Caro- 
lina had embodied the element that had 
slain a father, and only the 
cries of want, they sent their entire lit- 
tle fortune to Charleston, and it was 
used in allaying the miseries of the men 
and women who in a certain way had 
been responsible for their father’s death.

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 


The Meeting YWesterday — What 
They Did and How They 
Did It. a 

The Board of County Commissioners 
met at 10 o’clock yesterday mornittg 
to transact the monthly business. 
There were present: Commissioners 
Hymers, McLapgblin and Pierson, 
Clerk O. H. Parry, District Attorney 
Julien and Sheriff W. H. Caugblin. 
So much has been said about the ex- 
travagant use of the county’s money 
that the Gazerre sent a reporter. to 
attend the meeting, examine the bills. 
etce., and the proceedings are here 
published in full for the benefit of the 
taxpayers: : 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read and approved. 

A petition was presented for the 
extension of Washington street, and 
the prayer was granted, and W. H. 
Gould and C. T. Bender were ap- 
pointed appraisers on behalf of the 
county, and Alvaro Evans, whose 
land the proposed extension runs 
through, was notified to appoint a like 
number. : 

The Commissioners then counted 
the money in the treasury, and found 
$950 in gold coin, $725 55 in silver 
coin, $583 25 in warrants paid, and 
deposited with the First National 
Bank, $14,250, and with the Bank of 
Nevada, $12,500.
